A loss for a Grayling City resident in late 
October led to a highlight for the start of the 
holiday season this past weekend. 

Like many Grayling and Crawford 
County residents, Mary Beth Brady went 
without power for four days after a high 
wind storm ripped through the region on 
Oct. 26-27, Upon her first day back home, 
Brady discovered that a beloved blue 
spruce tree had been uprooted during the- 
storm. 

“Pve been watching it grow for the last 
15 years,” Brady said. “When it fell down I 
was very, very sad.” 

Several people stopped by Brady’s home 
and volunteered to cut up and remove the 
tree. She opted to hold off and even consid- 
ered to have it lay in her yard so she could 
Witness snow accumulate on its branches 
through the winter scason again. 

After the storm, Dave Stephenson, chair- 
man of the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, contacted Grayling City 
officials to determine if any of the trees that 
fell in the Elmwood Cemetery would be 
suitable to use as the Christmas tree in front 
of Crawford County Courthouse. Although 
no trees determined to qualify, Chad 
Beckett, director of Grayling’s Department 
of Public Works, contacted Stephenson and 
informed him of Brady’s tree. Beckett and 
Brady are neighbors. 

Stephenson, who is the president of AJD 
Forest Products, had a crew remove the tree 

from Brady’s property the weekend after 
the storm ripped through the community. 

“The front side of the tree looks petty 
good, but the back side kind of looks like a 
Linus tree,” said Stephenson, referring to 
the classic Charlie Brown’s Christmas. “It 
will serve its purpose and she was very 
happy about that.” 

Brady said it was heart warming to see 
her tree up and decorated in time for 

Grayling’s Christmas Walk on Saturday. 

“T feel like | have been gifted by seeing 
my tree In a new way,” Brady said, “I am 
delighted that Crawford County has tt and 
that everybody can enjoy it as much as J 
have.” 

Brady is the spiritual care coordinator for 
Mercy Hospice.

Township 
shelves 
proposed 
ordinance

The Grayling Charter Township Board 
doused plans to regulate ouldoor wood 
burning furnaces last week. 

The board opted to drop a proposed ordi- 
nance to regulate outdoor wood burning 
furnaces at its regular monthly meeting, 
said Grayling Township Supervisor Terry 
Wright. 

The board decided that state regulations 
that deal with outdoor wood burning fur- 
naces could be used to regulate any issues 
rather than putting additional regulations 
into the township's zoning guidelines, 

“We have decided that there are other 
means to deal with any problems,” Wright 
said. “The state will cover those issues if 
there is a nuisance or environmental haz- 
ard.” 

In addition, the board also said it did not 
have the manpower or financial means to 
have a zoning enforcement officer address 
outdoor wood burning furnace complaints. 

Finally, Wright said that only one person 
out of 60 people that attended a public hear- 
ing on the proposed ordinance was in favor

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MOST AMERICANS know what our 
Thanksgiving national holiday is all about 
and how it got started. But do we really? 

A few years ago, a widely distributed arti- 
cle about a book by a historian named 
Nathanial Philbrick offered some contrary 
views about what most of us think we know 
about Thanksgiving and how it started 
almost 400 years ago. 

For example, according to Historian 
Philbrick: 

The first Thanksgiving probably wasn’t 
even in November, but more likely when 
crops were harvested in late September or 
early October. 

The first Thanksgiving banquet fare did 
not include turkey but rather ducks, geese 
and fish, with the main course being five 
deer brought by the Native Americans. 

Pilgrims and Native Americans probably 
did not actually sit together. There simply 
wasn’t enough furniture, so they probably 
squatted around fires. Pilgrims were out- 
numbered two-to-one by Native Americans 
of the Wampanoag wibe. 

Back in those days, everybody tiked a fit- 
tle libation, too, including Pilgrims, so 
because of a bumper barley crop, probably 
plenty of beer was served for Thanksgiving. 

If everybody got along at that first 
Thanksgiving, the peace and tranquility did- 
n’t last very long. Within a few years, skir- 
mishes and fights broke out, and before the

century ended, the colonists had practically 
wiped out the native population in bitter 
warfare. * 

And, according to Historian Philbrick, 
that’s how it really was. 

* * * 

EVEN GAINING national holiday status 
for Thanksgiving has a bit of a taint, accord- 
ing to Mr. Philbrick. 

He claims the Civil War was brewing 
when “presidential advisors” urged 
President Lincoln to make Thanksgiving a 
national holiday to give the nation a sense of 
togetherness and comity. 

Finally, in 1863, Mr. Lincoln declared the 
final Thursday in November as the national 
holiday of Thanksgiving. 

As an aside: That’s the first reference | 
have ever read of Abraham Lincoln even 
having “presidential advisors” as current 
presidents do. Maybe the Gettysburg 
Address was produced by the White House 
press office, and not by President Lincoln at 
all. 

In 1939, also detracting from the purity of 
the Thanksgiving message, President 
Franklin Roosevelt changed Thanksgiving 
to the second-to-last Thursday of November 
lo lengthen the Christmas shopping season — 
which today seems to begin sometime about 
Labor Day. 

Two years later, Congress changed it back 
to the fourth Thursday t1 November and

Reforming Wall Street requires 
tough enforcement of new law 


Now that Congress has 
passed strong new Wall 
Street reform legislation, it 
is up to federal regulators 
to enforce the law. If they 
adopt weak rules, or 
enforce them weakly, our 
reforms won't work, and 
the economy and taxpay- 
ers will remain vulnerable 
to a repeat of the Wall 
Street abuses and excesses 
that helped throw our 
economy into recession. 

One key battle going on 
right now is how regula- 
tors will implement and 
enforce the protections 
against risky financial 
trading and conflicts of 
interest — protections that 
Sen. Jeff Merktey of 
Oregon and | fought to 
include tn the Wall Street 
reform bill, In late October 
and early November, we 
and other Senate col- 
leagues sent two letters to 
regulatory agencies, ask- 
ing them to follow our 
intent, We did so because 
Wall Street, which fought 
so hard against passage of 
these protections, is now 
pressuring federal regula- 
tors to water them down, 

Why is this so impor- 
tant? One of the main 
causes of the financial cri- 
sis was that too many 
banks and other financial 
firms made too many risky 
investments. When the 
housing ‘market began to 
fall and those financial 
firms began losing huge 
amounts of money, some 
firms collapsed, and many 
others would have failed if 
not for the bank rescue we 
passed in 2008. Had we 
not saved them, their fail- 
ures could have sparked a 
second Great Depression. 

What troubles me and 
many others is that these 
risky bets were too often 
made not on the behaif of 


customers, but for the 
banks’ own accounts. 
tncreasingly in recent 
years, Wall Street firms 
made their money not by 
helping clients invest 
wisely, but by investing for 
themselves — investments 
known as proprietary trad- 
ing, 

The Senate 
Subcommittee 
Investigations, which | 
chair, found that firms 
such as Goldman Sachs 
weren't just placing big 
bets for their profit. They 
were profiting at. their 
clients’ expense. They cre- 
ated investment vehicles 
full of assets they knew 
were bad risks, sold them 
to their clients, and profit- 
ed further from their cus- 
tomers’ misfortune by 
placing bets that those 
same investments would 
lose value. That was an 
intolerable conflict of 
interest. 

So, Sen. Merkley and I 
authored legislation that 
limits proprietary trading 
and conflicts of interest, 
sometimes referred to as 
Merkley-Levin. 

Under Merkley-Levin, 
banks whose depositors’ 
money is insured by the 
FDIC cannot, with narrow 
exceptions, engage in pro- 
prietary trades, so. they 
can’t risk FDIC-insured 
accounts with their risky 
bets. Other large firms 
must limit how much they 
can risk and must keep 
enough money on hand to 
cover the risk that those 
bets will fail. Put simply, 
banks and the largest 
financial firms will no 
longer be able to rely on 
taxpayer bailouts to save 
them from their risky bets. 

Also, Merkley-Levin 
barred financial firms from 
creating financial prod-

made it a legal national holiday. 

These claims about how Thanksgiving 
was in the earliest days may well be true, but 
1 prefer a much more idealistic and hopeful 
picture of the Thanksgiving story .... which 
also might be true. 

Here’s the version with which The 
Almanack in several years has introduced 
thoughts about Thanksgiving Day: 

* * * 

WHEN PILGRIMS almost 400 years ago 
decided to offer special thanks to Almighty 
God for a plentiful harvest, they probably 
had no idea how the Thanksgiving holiday 
they unintentionally inaugurated in this 
county would develop. 

Those days held no thoughts of football 
games or Christmas shopping or fancy 
parades or dozing on the couch after a huge 
meal of turkey, dressing and pumpkin pie. 

The Pilgrims had in mind a far simpler 
routine. They were faring well in a strange 
and harsh tand, and — religtous folks that 
they were ~— they believed a higher being 
was influencing their progress. 

Recognizing this, they bowed their heads 
and prayed, in essence, “Thank you, God, 
for all you’ve done for us.” 

The Pilgrims reverenced God. That’s why 
most of them dared to travel across the 
ocean to an unknown future in strange 
places. 

And, while there were giving thanks on 


ucts, selling them to 
clients and then betting 
against those same prod- 
ucts. 

The goal here is simple: 
Avoid the dilemma we 
faced during this financial 
crisis, when we had to 
choose between bailing 
out banks that made risky 
bets or enduring a second 
Depression. And while 
that seems logical enough, 
Wall Street lobbied hard 
against these safeguards, 
and now they're asking | 
regulators to take it easy 
on them and water down 
these reforms. Even some 
of our congressional col- 
leagues say the rules on 
proprietary trading should 
be eased because they 
might cut to Wall 
Street’s profits. 

That’s exactly the wrong 
advice. This is no time to 
weaken reforms aimed at 
stopping Wall — Street 
excesses. As Sen. Merkley 
and J] wrote to the 
Financial Stability 
Oversight Council, 
“Financial firms must not 
be allowed to rely on 
government support ... to

Above all, believe in the Thanksgiving message 


that cold November day, why not celebrate a 
bit, (00? Why not invite a few friends and 
neighbors to share theit good fortunes and 
enjoy a big dinner? 

And so it was. Foreign settlers and Native 
Americans sat down together in peace, shar- 
ing gifts of harvest and fellowship. 

Really, the first Thanksgiving is an amaz- 
ing and refreshing story. 

IT’S NOTABLE to me that Historian 
Philbrick’s citations failed to reference any 
religious basis for the first Thanksgiving. 

I find it impossible to believe that God 
wasn't involved in there somewhere. The 
Pilgrim journeys to this continent in the first 
place had a religious base — unless other his- 
torians seek to debunk that interpretation of 
history as well.

of having an ordinance regu- 
lating outdoor wood burning

“We took that as a state- 
ment of how we need to 
serve the public,” Wright 
said.

Wright said that anyone 
with problems regrading

Last year, the Grayling 


City Council placed a mora- 
torium on outdoor wood 
burning furnaces to give its 
planning commission time 
to develop guidelines for the 
use of the heating units. City 
officials were concerned 
about the use of the stoves in 
more densely populated 
areas of the city. 

Last December, the city 
council adopted an ordi- 
nance recommended by the 
wood burning — furnace 
industry to allow the stoves 
to be used in the community.

Forest Service urges 
awareness of illegal drug 
operation on public land 


Illegal drug operations 
such as marijuana gardens 
and methamphetamine pro- 
duction sites threaten public 
safety and damage the envi- 
ronment. The forest service 
and other law enforcement 
agencies have been working 
together to identify and 
crackdown on illegal drug 
operations on National 
Forest lands. 

In 2010, a total of 1,500 


Marijuana plants were 
removed from Michigan 
National Forests. 


Additionally, one “meth lab” 
was discovered on the 
National Forests, with nine 
suspects under investigation. 

This year for the first time, 
authorities are finding mart- 


juana gardens operated by 
large drug trafficking organt- 
zations on Michigan’s 
National Forests. 

National Forest visitor and 
employee safety is the 
agency’s top priority. Local 
partner agencies are also 
committed to keeping our 
National Forests’ workforce 
and public safe and prevent- 
ing the resource damage 
resulting from illegal mari- 
juana operations. 

While visitors will unlike- 
ly encounter illegal drug 
activity, we want fo assure 
that hunters, hikers, 
campers, and other recre- 
ationists know how to stay 
safe. 

Most illegal drug produc- 


tion activity occurs during 
the spring and summer. 
However, drug operation 
sites can remain dangerous 
year-round due to the pres- 
ence of chemicals, explo- 
sives and other materials 


sometimes present at these 


sites. 

Signs of manjuana grow- 
ing operations may include: 

¢ Informal, unmarked hik- 
ing trails 

¢ Human habitation in 
remote areas; signs of estab- 
lished camping, cooking and 
sleeping areas 

¢ Gardening paraphernalia 
like drip hose irrigation, fer- 
tilizer bags, insecticides and 
tools 

¢ Pungent strong odor 
(marijuana plants can have a 
strong smell, especially on 
hot days) 

* Paper cups, chicken 
wire, or plastic sheets, which 
are often used for starting 
and protecting plants 

* Signs of cultivation or 
soil disturbance in forested 
areas, especially in remote 
areas 

* Trash in remote areas 

* Propane bottles or tanks 
(growers use propane to 
avoid smoke from camp- 
fires) 

* People sitting in the for- 
est along forest roads (they 
may be growers waiting for 
food drops or supplies) 

« Food cached near trail- 
heads or alongside roads 

¢ Individuals with fire- 
arms when hunting seasons 
are Closed 

* Booby traps such as 
explosives triggered by trap 
wires 

If you come across signs 
of illegal activity do not 
approach the site or confront 
individuals present at the 
site. Do not in any way indi- 
cate you are suspicious of 
their activities. As soon as 
you become aware that you 
have entered a cultivation 
site, or have encountered any 
of the above listed situations, 
immediately remove your- 
self from the area. Walk, 
crawl or run out the way you 
came in, making as little 
noise as possible. 

When at a safe distance, 
contact the nearest law 
enforcement office as quick- 
ly as possible, reporting as 
much detail about the inci- 
dent as possible (e.g., a 
description of the activities 
taking place, the area where 
you encountered activity, the 
people, and any vehicles). 

While only a fraction of 
the National Forest system is 
affected by such illegal 
activity, our intent is to pro- 
vide for the safety of all vis- 
itors on our land. If you 
have any questions about 
illegal drug-related activity 
on the Huron-Manistee 
National Forests, contact 
forest service law enforce- 
ment staff at (231) 775- 
2421.
